A JUVENILK MUIIDEH.

He can no more keep out of it 
than water can help running down a hill, 
especially where.he'is brought np • in a 
I'renclJ college. It is tfscertuined that at 
the age of eight a typhoid fever' deprived 
young Juanson of svhatever moral ballast 
ie possessed ; but on the other hand, in 
preparing for his first cQmmuniou^ at the 
age of 1'.^, he won the eulogiums of the 
parish pries'i who having seen that his 
juvenile compositions were Indicative of 
literary capacity, recommended the lad's 
parents to make him a prie.-^t.

THE BRITISH GOLONI&T. 



Saturday Moruing, April !24, 1869. 

The tcrriblo fato ending in tho 
ornol butchery of tho people on board 
the English bark John liright, has 
orealed a profound sensation in our 
community, and ono that will not easily 
bo forgotten. Thoso nntortunalo 
creatures battled with the winds and 
tho waves possibly for days bofriro tho 
vessel bocamu unraanagoablo and drift- 
ed on sboro ; tho strugi^lo for life with 
the boiling surf and their ultiinato ob- 
oape from drowning, only to moot a 
more horrible death from tho savages, 
is awful to think of ; but tho atloud" 
ant circumstances renders tho matter 
Btill more deplornblo. From appear- 
ances, iho Captain's wife and children 
and the disabled portion of the orew 
bad remained ou the beach while tho 
reat of the men went in search of sue. 
oor. Baring their absence the lurk- 
ing savages ratblessly murdered the 
poor, helpless creatnres who wore 
anxiously iookiog for the return of 
(heir oomrades, and these latter after, 
it luay be, days of wandering, and a 
frnitless search, relurnod to the vicinity 
of the wreck to find their oompanioua 
oraolly murdered and to meet the same 
baploBB destiny. Judging from the 
statement of Captain Christensen, tho 
bodies soon by him were thofe of people 
iDDrdored subsequent to tho time of 
bis first visit, hence, had a gunboat 
been dippatched honco immediately 
after tho earliest intimation of tho 
affair received hero, tho lives of many 
might have been saved. Who is to 
biamo for this ? Who has the power 
of ordering a vessel round to tho s^ono 
of the catastrophe ? Undoubtedly the 
iEsecutive. We are informed that an 
application was made to the Governor 
to have one of the gunboats lying in 
our harbor dispatched to invoatigiUe 
the matter on recoipt of the first In- 
tel ligenee in this city, but tho appeal 
was met by a oold refusal. If this is 
the case, a terrible responsibility rests 
with tho Executive. Omission is 
equally oriminal wiih oommissioo, where 
it can be shown that with ordinary pre- 
caution a great evil could have been 
avoided. Wo hear every day of tbe 
enlightenment and intelligenoe of the 
Auglo-Sazon race vaunted as superior 
to all else in creation-; it will require, 
bovever, a character of argument 
more convipoing than any that occurs 
to US, to sustain such a position in tho 
face of facts like these. A ship, ihrongh 
stress of weather, is drivon on shore a 
short distanco from a city containing 
a population possessing euporior intolli- 
genco and enterprise compared with other 
British colonies. 33y superhuman elTorts 
the ill-starred crew sa^^cced in escaping 
from a watery grave to be slaughtered by 
savage brutes who perpetrate such horrors 
within a few miles of this very oulighientd 
community. Surely, if we are endowed 
with such a high order of intelligence, it 
cannot be from any want of disposition 
on the part of the people to do what is 
right, and the natural conclusion is, that 
those whoso duty it is to look af'tor such 
matters are neg'cctful or iacapublo. lu 
charity we arc disposed to accept tbe 
latter hypothesis, but that Will not prevent 
the onus falling upon tbe community, and 
their only remedy lies In immedititeiy po- 
tUioning for ibe removal of their ineOici 
ent oGBcers. Tbo dreadful fate of the 
murdered crew of tbe John Bright will 
. rest like a stain on the Colonyi and it be 
bOTca onr citizens to wash their hand? of 
the responsibility by holding the real cuN 
prits up to public condemnation. 

PuOTECTioN', like every other valuable 
element, is only bad wheu overdone ; 
where it is judiciously ap|)licd, it acts like 
a boonty to certain industries ; it increases 
the revenue and generally assists in mak- 
ing a country wealthy and prosperous. 
Bat, where it is used Indisoriminately, it 
acts like a blight on a whole community. 
Instead of the regular beats in tbe pulse 
of trade, it is either still and lifeless, or, 
as if seeking to free itself from some 
SQperlDcumbeDt pressore, it takes sna8-< 
modic jumps at intervals of time gradual- 
ly increased, till tbe beats cease forever, 
ond tho stillness of death prevails. 
There can bono doubt that our Customs' 
duties v/ero very iniporfectly framed ; 
they wero formed by niiiii tho miijority 
of whom knew nothing nbout either 
tho theory or practice of commcrco. 
What is the result? Our inorclunnts 
have continued to utrngglo under tho 
ponderous weight of vexatious nnd uu-. 
necessary forms, heavy aud micqual duties, 
which latter by tho usual facility of bml 
manngemout, are tho heaviest on articles 
where tho rovorso should bo tho cjso. 
Perhaps wo could not givo a boitor 
iinBtanoe^.of this want of judgment 
than in tbo article of wheat. It is 
well known that in spite of tbo heavy 



duty upon foreign wheat, our farmers 
have never attempted to supply tbo 
market ; why lliia shouW bo appears 
to us a littlo dilUcult of explanation! 
because tho duly itself is absolutely 
more than can bo obtained for the 
wheat when brought to market in sonie 
parts of tbe United Slates. But bo 
is, and as tho public aro not bound to 
enquire tho reason from tho farmers, 
they must conclude that tho agrioiil" 
turists know what to do for the host, 
and decline to produce wheat. Under 
these oirciinistancos tho common sense 
view of tho mauor is this: the duty 
on wheat being of no advantage to the 
farmer for whom it was imposed, ao<J 
being at tho same time a real burden 
to tho artizan aad trado industry gou" 
erally, it should be at once abolished. 
The present duty should not bo reducod 
"on flour. Wo want foreign raw mala- 
rial ; wo do not want their manufao- 
turesj we havo plenty of poopio who 
are roady to invest iboir money and 
labor in tho different kinds of mana" 
factufo involved in making and pack- 
ing flour ; we ha»ro several grist mills 
ready for the work, and can ha?o 
twenty others in a short tlmo if wo 
can give them omploymont. This can 
and must bo done, and the best thing iho 
Executive can do is to hurry tho TariH" 
Commission to a close with ii,8 labor, 
call an extraordinary session of the 
Legislative Counc'ii and remit the du- 
ties that are prodsi.-g so heavily cn 
trade as to thrcmoa entire destruction 
if instant action is not taken. Tbo 
erection and working of grist mills» 
tho inanufaciu 10 mitl stitching of bags, 
and tho muliilarious operations coH' 
nected with the niannfacluro of flour, 
neccsflitules a largo amount of labor, 
which would givo us an indusiricns 
population. By such moans WO shall 
find the great solvent of all our diffl- 
cultios and find ourselves onoe more 
on the high road to prosperity.
